Pursuant to the Notice published in the Federal Register on June 3, 2011 {76 Fed, Reg. 32258), 
Marathon Petroleum Company LP (MPC) submits to the Federal Aviation Administration ("FA A") that 
a Certified Security Concern exists under the Valid Security Concern requirements for two Marathon 
Petroleum Company LP aircraft: (1) Hawker 800 XPI, tail number N518M; and (2) Hawker 800 XPI, 
tail number N519M (hereinafter '"Marathon Aircraft Identification Data"). 

Defined by the FAA as a "...verifiable threat to person, property or company, including a threat of 
death, kidnapping or serious bodily harm against an individual, a recent history of violent terrorist 
activity in the geographic area in which the transportation is provided, or a threat against a company/' 
the Valid Security Concern applies to MFCs aircraft (and associated aircraft passengers and employees) 
for several reasons, three of which are identified below: 

Security of Critical Infrastructure and Legal Compliance : Marathon Petroleum is a critical 
infrastructure owner and operator and is subject to federal laws intended to enhance the security of its 
personnel and assets, particularly the Maritime Transportation Security Act and the Chemical Facility 
Anti-Terrorism Standards. Congress specifically passed these laws because of the importance of (and 
threats against) the chemical and petrochemical supply chain. 

Travel to High-Risk Areas : Marathon Petroleum's business activities require personnel to travel to 
high-risk areas throughout the world, including South America, and the Middle East. MPC aircraft 
frequently travel to locations that are subject to U.S. Department of State Travel Warnings becai.se of 
terrorist activity, including terrorist activity specifically directed at Western interests and companies. 

Threats to Senior Leadership : There have been recent and verifiable incidents in which threats of 
violence have been made against Marathon Petroleum's senior leadership. Threats of harm, which have 
been communicated verbally and in writing, have occurred for a variety of reasons: (1) anger associated 
with the price of gasoline: (2) following employee and contractor terminations; (3) during and after

instances of workplace violence. In some cases, Marathon Petroleum ttses armed Protective Security 
Details ("PSDs") to enhance the persona! safely of sen tor leadership following receipt of a specific and

Tj counter these and other security concerns, MFC maintains a professional and full time Corporate 
Security organization. Among other things, MPC Corporate Security is responsible for the development 
and deployment of a complete Workplace Violence Program, conducting travel threat assessments, 
protecting MPC aircraft, providing executive prelection (including advance travel teams and armed 
PSDs, as appropriate), and ensuring regulatory compliance with federal laws affecting the chemical and 
petrochemical critical infrastructure, 

For these reasons, Marathon Petroleum respectfully requests that :he FAA continue to block Marathon 
Petroleum Aircraft Identification Data from release by the Direct Subscribers to the FAj\ r s data feed.

The Company's Global Security Group monitors and evaluates circumstances and threats which may pose a 
safety or security risk to the Company and its personnel, including its Executive Leadership It is as a result of an 
assessment by the Company's Global Security Group, which included the gathering and analysis of credible 
security risks and vulnerabilities, that we certify that a bona fide business-oriented security concern under 26 
C.RR. section 1.132-5(m) exists to the Aircraft and the passengers flying on the Aircraft. The specific threats and 
concerns leading us to this conclusion include but are not limited to: 

o Merck, its Executive Leadership and other personnel who may be passengers on the Aircraft have 
been declared targets of a number of animal rights extremists who have engaged in violent and 
illegal behavior directed at the senior leadership and other key personnel in the pharmaceutical 
industry worldwide.

In order to continue to manage its remaining 
operations in many locations, Merck Senior Executives must continue to travel to company locations 
co -located with or nearby locations which are the subject of closures or reductions In all instances, 
foreknowledge of the travel plans which allow for time and place predictability of Merck's Aircraft 
increase the risk of such threats or other violence being carried out. 

o Merck's Aircraft and passengers, including our Executive Leadership, routinely travel to high risk 
{criminal, political or terrorism) cities to include: Mexico City. Mexico: Sao Paulo. Brazil: Bogota, 
Colombia; Mumbai. India: Johannesburg, South Africa; and Caracas, Venezuela. Leaders of US 
corporations continue to be targets in these cities. 

o Merck Executive Leadership has been the target, in tne US, by disease specific extreme activists, 
Executives have received threats, been the focus of public advertising campaigns via the renting of 
billboards and placement of signs/banners in public locations, and have been the subject of mass 
mailings of fliers containing their photographs, names and identities prominently listed with 
disparaging and negative comments and caricatures on them. These activists have engaged in 
unpredictable and spontaneous incidents which pose a threat and danger to Merck Executive 
Leadership. 

o Highly antagonistic, inflammatory and personalized rhetoric posted on industry specific chat rooms 

and blog discussions relevant to Merck Executive Leadership, 
o Receive anonymous threats and intimidations Setters and telephone calls directed at Merck 

Executive Leadership.

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Specifically, Merck Sharp & Dohme Corp. has currently implemented for its Executive Leadership an "overall 
security program" within the meaning of 26 C.F.R. section 1 132-5(m)(2)(iii) based on a risk and vulnerability 
assessment performed by an independent security consultant in light of its objective assessment of all facts and 
circumstances. Merck's current overall security program provides, among other things, security trained drivers for 
members of Executive Leadership as well as security measures at their offices and residences, Merck's 
Executive Leadership have the authority to travel on each of the Aircraft identified above for business reasons.

Wc understand that a Vafid Security Concern is a 
verifiable threat to person, property or company, including a threat of death kidnapping 
or serious bodily harm against an individual, a recent history of violent terrorist activity in 
the geographic area in which the transportation is provided, or a threat against a 
company. 

Penn National Gaming, Inc. and its various subsidiaries ("Penn") is the nation's 
largest publicly traded regional gaming operator, Penn owns, operates or has 
ownership interests in gaming and racing facilities with a focus on slot machine 
entertainment in eighteen jurisdictions, including Colorado, Florida, Illinois, Indiana, 
Iowa, Louisiana, Maine, Maryland, Mississippi, Missouri, Nevada, New Jersey, New 
Mexico, Ohio, Pennsylvania, Texas, West Virginia, and Ontario. In aggregate, Penn 3 s 
facilities feature approximately 29,000 gaming machines, approximately 600 table 
games, 2,400 hotel rooms, 1.1 million square feet of gaming floor space, and 11 
racetracks. 

Despite the many positive contributions our facilities make to their communities in 
terms of significant economic development, job creation, and local md regional 
charitable support, the gaming industry remains a deeply polarizing, emotionally 
charged issue in this country, We estimate as many as 30% of adult Americans may be 
religiously, morally or philosophically opposed to gaming, and that number often 
increases by those opposing the expansion of gaming "in their back yard." Our 
employees who travel the country seeking new development opportunities are often met 
by fervent, and at times even radical, local opposition. With more regional assets 
across North America than any other publicly traded gaming company, we are deeply 
concerned by the threat anti-gaming or radical fundamentalists might present to our 
employees. 

At the property level, Penn's gaming facilities have extensive security, including 
sophisticated security systems, and numerous security personnel The security of each 
facility is tightly reguiated under state statutes, rules and regulations Security plans 
must be reviewed and adopted by state regulators before they can be implemented. 
Our security personnel routinely handle security threats to our casinos. Such threats 
have been made by patrons, excluded patrons, disgruntled former employees, and 
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racing personnel. Our facilities on a regular basis permanently exclude individuals who 
are no longer welcome and who may be security threats, In addition, security personnel 
often identify formerly excluded individuals in our facilities whom, upon identification, 
must be removed- Our security personnel remain vigilant, protecting company 
personnel and property. 

One of Penn's casinos located in Lawrenceburg, Indiana was recently threatened 
with an unspecified act of violence by an unknown individual. We were informed of this 
threat by local law enforcement. 

Penn employees often travel to Las Vegas, Nevada, the location of Penn's M 
Resort, While no violent terrorist activity has taken place in Las Vegas, federal law 
enforcement personnel and other government officials and commentators have reported 
that Las Vegas is one of the cities high on the list of US Cities for potential terrorist 
attacks. See Las Vogas Sun, Oct 7, 2010 article "Terrorism Export Says Las Vegas ts a 
Top Target (reporting Las Vegas to be no. 3 in the list of top targets for terrorism).

In addition, from time to time, we have customers who have played at our venues 
yet suffer from pathological or compulsive gambling problems. While we try to identify 
such people and steer them to resources and programs that offer help for such 
problems, we are not always successful. Persons with a pathological or compulsive 
gambling problem often have co-morbid mental health conditions Including drug and 
alcohol addiction, depression, delusions and other impulse control disorders. Such a 
person, who also may have experienced significant gambling losses, may blame the 
casino and casino personnel for their losses instead of their own underlying 
psychological disorder(s). Our concern is that such losses may cause them to attempt 
high-profile retribution against casino property or personnel. 

In addition to the above-referenced valid security concerns, Penn is very 
concerned about revealing the location of our aircraft to our business competitors and 
the pubfic. Penn is a public company traded on NASDAQ. Penn has grown 
significantly through acquisitions of casinos and racing properties There are a finite 
number of gaming facilities across the United States that would be attractive acquisition 
targets for Penn. Simply by tracking our aircraft locations, competitors could easily 
guess what properties Penn is investigating and use that otherwise confidential 
informal on to :ho i competitive advantage In ..irionon, prospective - il1: i current 
shareholders may learn non-public information about Penn's future business interests 
well before any acquisitions are announced or finalized. Such knowledge would unfairly 
benefit only certain shareholders who could deduce Penn's next business acquisition 
may be.

Valid Security Concern is a verifiable threat to person, property, or company, including a threat 
of death, kidnapping or serious bodily harm against an individual. 

A basic Google search using the terms "Franklin Graham" and "Islam" will reveal 
articles and publications worldwide over the last decade concerning the sensitive and 
controversial subject of the impact of Islam. An internet search will also reveal the verifiable 
threat from Iranian cleric Ayatollah Mohsen Mujtahed Shabeslari, See Attachment B . Reports 
state that a message given by Shabestari at a Friday mosque service in Tabriz called for the death 
of Franklin Graham. Mr. Graham has regularly spoken to the media over the last decade 
concerning the topic of Islam and has received substantial media attention for his position and 
statements on Islam. See Atl aclnv.cn: ( '. I hmugh the internet, television and other forms of 
media, these positions and statements are disseminated worldwide. Articles in Arabic have 
stated that Franklin Graham has insulted Islam's Prophet and that a Islamic religious decree 
applies to those who insult the prophet. Due to the controversy and sensitivity of the subject of 
Islam and the constant national and international media attention, Mr. Graham is subject to 
verifiable threats. For this reason, it is critical that the BARR service remain in place for the 
aircraft list above. 

For security, safely and privacy reasons, (he Board of Directors for Samaritan's Purse has 
required Franklin Graham to use the above aircraft for business and personal flights. Personal 
flights, pursuant to IRS regulation, are recorded in taxable income of Mr. Graham, The Board of 
Directors' action is in recognition of the valid security risks and verifiable threats. 



Another recent example of a verifiable threat occurred in March 201 1 . An agent from the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation contacted our offices to share information about a family that 
had moved from the United States to Yemen and back to the United States. While in Yemen, the 
teenage son attended a conventional Islamic school and then the family returned to the United 
States. When tlte son returned to the United States the FBI reported to our Samaritan's Purse 
Security Department that in U.S. Customs ii was discovered that the young man carried a "hit 
list" and Franklin Graham's name was on the list, hi addition, our ministry has received other 
calls regarding persons angry about comments Mr. Graham made when discussing the topic of 
Islam and its impact in the United States and countries around the world. 

Security risks arid threats also exist simply due to the family name and worldwide 
recognition of the "Graham" name. Dr. Billy Graham is the most recognized name in Christian 
evangelism in the last century. Franklin Graham in also widely recognized and a public figure as 
he oversees the domestic and international work of Samaritan's Purse, a charity with combined 
contributions of $500 million, and is the CF.O for another large charity, the Billy Graham 
Evangelistic Association. Due to this public figure status and constant exposure in the media, 
our offices constantly are in communication with the generous donors that support the ministry 
work. However, we also receive attention and communication from unstable persons with 
criminal backgrounds that appear angry or make threatening statements toward Mr. Graham or a 
member of his family, including the threat of death. Our Security Department often has to 
follow up and obtain background checks on persons who have suspect or threatening behavior 
and who have contacted Samaritan's Purse or the Billy Graham Evangelistic Association. 
Further, Mr. Graham is potentially vulnerable to kidnapping, either for ransom or as a political 
statement, in many of the destinations to which he travels. These security threats and risks come 
with the territory with nationally and internationally recognized public figures. Franklin Graham 
has met with United States presidents, political leaders of countries around the world, and 
attracted extensive media exposure worldwide. For speaking engagements and Christian 
outreach events taking place in coliseums and stadiums, professional security teams, including 
former Secret Service agents, are engaged for the protection of Franklin Graham. 

In summary, verifiable and specific security threats exist. The security concerns are 
valid, have substance and are not abstract, generalized, and non-specific. Threats have been 
exposed in the media, by the FBI and through persons contacting ministry offices directly. In 
addition to the controversial nature of the topic of Islam and the response of the more radical 
elements of its adherents, Franklin Graham is a public figure exposed to unstable persons or 
criminal elements from the public at large. For Mr, Graham's movements to be broadcast to the 
public via the ASD3-NASS1 data feeds would directly and measurably increase the risks to his 
personal safety. 

If there is a case for a Valid Security Concern to continue the BARR security protections, 
this is it. The facts and circumstances establish a Valid Security Concern regarding the security 
of the Samaritan's Purse aircraft listed above. Samaritan's Purse respectfully requests continued 
protection under the BARR system and that the FAA approve certification that a Certified 
Security Concern exists for the above named aircraft owned by Samaritan's Purse.

Responding lo Muslim complaints, Graham said on his Web site, "I decry the evil 
lhal has been done in the name of Islam, or any other faith.

Graham, speaking with CNN's Judy Woodruff on September 14, 2001 - three days 
after Iho terror attacks ■- said Americans should not turn against MusBms simply 
because Ihey are Muslim. 



"Wo shouldn't do lhat," he said. "I have many Arab friends, many Muslim friends, 
they're wonderful people who. ol course, are Jusl as brokenhearted and disgusted 
over the Incidents of this past week as we aro. And we should not just turn our 
haired Inward people of another race or of another religion." 

Focus on those responsible 

'We need to focus on those who are actually responsible (or this," he added. "And It 
wasn't a race of people who did this, it was a small group of people who ere bent 
on Ihe destruction of this country, those Islamic fundamentalis! lhat need to be 
stopped. So I plead with people not to paint in a broad brush, so to speak, the 
people of (he Middle East. They're wonderful people. " 

But a monlh later, Graham had apparently changed his views. 

Wo'ro not attacking Islam bul Islam has aliased us." NBC News quoted Graham 
saving el Ihe dedication of a North Carolina chapel In October. The God of Islam Is 
not the same God. He's not the son of God of Iho Christian or Judeo-Chrislian faith. 
It's a different God, and I believe It Is a very evil and wicked religion." 



When NBC asked him lo clarify his statements, he said, "ll wasn't Methodists flying 
into those biddings, it wasn't Lutherans It was an altack on this country by people 
of Ihe Islamic faith." 



Muslims also have accused Graham and other Christian groups of hoping to 
convert Muslims in Iraq under the guise of doing humanitarian work there. 

Graham told the Los Angeles Times last week that Samaritan's Purse will work in 
Iraq, offering "physical assistance lo those who need it, with no strings attached." 
He said Ihe group will do no proselytizing.

Commenting on Graham's remarks to Ko.i News, Spencer accused the Army of "abetting the whitewashing and covcrup of the institutionalized 
mistreatment of women in Islamic law." 

"This could have been, as Obama might say, a 'teaching moment,' and on opportunity to slond up for the human righls of those women and oilier 
groups oppressed by Shariah. Instead, it is jusl an occasion lor inoredriimmiludc," he said, referring to the subordination of tion-Muslims under 
Islamic law.
